During  the  year  10  samples  of  treated  milks  were  submitted  for 
the  various  appropriate  tests  and  all  these  samples  were  satisfactory 
under  test. 

Ten  raw  (T.T.)  Milk  samples  were  also  taken  and  seven  were 
submitted  for  biological  and  culture  tests. 


RAG  FLOCK 

There  is  one  Registered  factory  in  the  area  to  which  the  Act 
applies  and  this  factory  has  been  inspected. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

One  trained  part-time  operative  is  employed  and  he  used 
methods  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
Domestic  dwellings  are  treated  free  of  charge,  but  a charge  is  made 
for  treatment  of  business  premises. 

There  is  now  no  special  grant  by  the  Ministry  towards  the 
expenditure  created  by  the  work  of  inspection  and  disinfestation.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  S REPORT  FOR  1961 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  a report  on  work  done  in  the 
department  during  1961.  Mr.  T.  Hayes,  my  predecessor,  died  in 
July  of  this  year  after  33  years  in  the  Council’s  service  and  I com- 
menced duty  in  November. 

The  Council’s  slum  clearance  programme  continued,  and  four 
Clearance  Orders  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  started 
preparing  a programme  for  the  next  five  years.  There  was  a dis- 
appointing response  from  house  owners  to  the  grant  schemes  for 
improvement  of  older  houses.  Many  houses  in  the  district  lack 
modern  amenities  such  as  bathrooms  and  hot  water  supplies,  and 
some  will  become  unfit  in  the  foreseeable  future  unless  owners 
improve  and  repair  them  to  a reasonable  standard. 

In  April  the  Council’s  first  Smoke  Control  Order  was  con- 
firmed, and  the  Department’s  main  energies  were  employed  for 
some  months  in  dealing  with  the  many  problems  which  arose.  At 
about  the  same  time  the  Council  became  a Food  and  Drugs 
Authority  and  assumed  important  duties  for  ensuring  the  purity 
of  food  and  drugs  in  the  area.  This  work  was  previously  done  by 
the  County  Council. 

That  the  Smoke  Control  Order  came  into  operation  on  the 
scheduled  date  and  that  food  and  drugs  sampling  was  absorbed 
smoothly  into  the  routine  work  of  the  Department  reflects  credit  on 
the  Department’s  staff  at  that  time  and,  in  particular,  on 
Mr.  A.  Riley.

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

The  Council’s  first  Smoke  Control  Order  was  confirmed  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  28th  April,  1961, 
and  householders  living  in  the  area  were  required  to  burn  smokeless 
fuel  from  the  1st  November.  The  Order  covered  807  acres  and 
included  2,074  premises.  In  the  months  between  the  Order  being 
confirmed  and  it  becoming  effective  the  Department  was  busy 
authorising  applications  for  grants,  and  supervising  and  checking 
the  resulting  work  of  replacing  or  adapting  fireplaces.  Progress  was 
also  made  during  the  year  in  making  detailed  surveys  of  other  parts 
of  the  district  preparatory  to  the  Council  making  further  Orders. 

Emission  of  smoke  from  industrial  chimneys  is  controlled  by 
the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958,  which  makes 
it  an  offence  if  black  smoke  is  emitted  for  more  than  two  minutes  in 
any  half  hour,  or  dark  smoke  continuously  for  more  than  four 
minutes  in  any  half  hour,  or  dark  smoke  for  more  than  ten  minutes 
in  any  eight  hour  period.  Observations  were  made  during  the  year 
on  1 1 industrial  chimneys,  and  no  contraventions  of  the  Regulations 
were  found. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  principal  source  of  air  pollution  in 
the  urban  district  is  from  house  chimneys,  and  that  the  Council’s 
progressive  policy  on  domestic  smoke  control  will  produce  sub- 
stantial benefits  to  the  community. 


HOUSING  ACTS  1958  and  1959 
Improvement  Grants 

Local  Authorities  are  able  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of 
improving  old  houses,  subject  to  a maximum  grant  of  £400.  Three 
grants  were  made  during  the  year  with  a total  value  of  £420.  All  the 
grants  were  to  owner/occupiers.

Standard  Grants 

Grants  are  available  up  to  a maximum  of  £155  for  providing 
houses  with  a bath,  a wash  hand  basin,  a hot  water  supply,  a water 
closet  inside  the  house,  and  a fooastore.  Ten  grants  \vere  made 
during  the  year,  with  a total  value  of  £660.17.6.  All  the  grants  were 
to  owner/occupiers. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1957 

Twenty-two  houses  were  reported  to  the  Council  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation.  Of  these,  twenty  were  dealt  with  by  means  of 
four  Clearance  Orders,  and  the  remainder  by  Demolition  or  Closing 
Orders.  Details  are  given  below.

Slaughterhouse  Work 

The  following  tables  show  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
in  the  year  at  the  two  licenced  slaughterhouses,  and  the  numbers  and 
parts  of  carcases  which  were  found  to  be  unfit.  100%  inspection 
of  carcases  was  maintained,  and  this  was  made  possible  by  an 
inspector  sacrificing  some  leisure  time  each  weekend  on  this  exacting 
duty.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  shows  a 7.4%  decrease 
over  the  preceding  year.

THE  MILK  (Special  Designation)  REGULATIONS,  1960 

The  Council  as  food  and  drugs  authority  are  now  responsible 
for  licencing  milk  dealers  in  the  district  except  for  two  producer 
retailers  of  tuberculin  tested  milk  who  are  licenced  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  One  dairy  is  licenced  for  the 
pasteurisation,  sterilisation  and  sale  of  milk,  and  twenty  premises 
are  licenced  for  the  sale  of  milk  which  has  been  obtained  by  the 
dealer  in  the  container  in  which  it  is  to  be  supplied  to  the  consumer. 

Samples  are  taken  regularly  to  ensure  that  the  milk  conforms 
to  standards  specified  in  the  Regulations  and  if  any  milk  fails  to  pass 
the  standards  investigation  is  made  into  the  reason  for  the  failure. 

Milk  produced  at  the  farms  in  the  area  is  sampled  for  biological 
examination  to  detect  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.

CARAVAN  SITES 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  1960,  four  caravan  site  licences  were  granted 
during  the  year.  Three  of  the  licences  granted  were  for  sites  contain- 
ing a single  caravan  and  the  remaining  licence  was  for  the  Oversley 
Ford  Caravan  Site  which  has  45  caravans. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  year  Morley  Green  was  used 
by  families  of  gypsies  and  tinkers  for  the  parking  of  their  caravans. 
A complaint  was  made  to  the  Magistrates  Court  by  the  Council  that 
the  amenities  of  Morley  Green  were  prejudicially  affected  by  the 
conditions  arising  from  its  use  as  a caravan  park.  The  Court  made 
an  order  prohibiting  the  stationing  of  caravans  on  Morley  Green 
which  came  into  operation  in  July  1961,  and  the  parking  of  caravans 
has  subsequently  ceased. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 
Slaughterhouses 

The  private  slaughterhouse  at  Morley  Green  is  the  only  licenced 
slaughterhouse  in  the  area.  The  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regu- 
lations came  fully  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1961,  resulting  in 
an  improved  standard  of  hygiene  being  obtained.
